Khrushchev s Career Has Been 


Dotted With ' Bonehead Plays”; 


Blames His Mistakes On Others

Th* Glamor Stocks 
Glamor stocks are those that 
shine for a few days or weeks or 
even months but may NOT have 
a basic growth trend. In today's 
market they get a ride for many 
reasons: a product price rise. a 
quarterly report better than ex 
pected, a big defense contract, 
rumors of mergers or stock splits. 
Blue chips are the steady per­ 
formers over the years but only 
rarely with prospects of better 
than average growth. 
A growth corporation is usually 
defined as one whose earnings per 
share have advanced over sev­ 
eral years at a higher rate than 
the growth of the U.S. economy 
as a whole — from 2 to 4 per 
cent a year. 
IB M Is Exempt* 
What traders look for is a com­ 
pany whose earnings increase at 
least 8 to IO per cent a year, thus 
doubling its profits in nine years 
or less. (International Business 
Machine is a favorite example. 
Over the last 12 years its earn­ 
ings. with an annual growth rate 
of 16 per cent, have doubled about 
every lour years.) 
Growth stock prices can plunge 
like any other in a bear market. 
But investment counsellors insist 
that although a portfolio of growth 
stocks looked as sick as any other 
in past bear markets, it recov­ 
ered its value much more quickly 
on the upturn, and then went on

CAMBRIDGE. 
Mass 
(AP) - 
Evidence of odd-balls among the 
meteorites from outer space — 
fancy enough to be mistaken for 
machined iron — was reported to­ 
day by two atomic scientists. 
Identification 
of 
one 
s u c h 
strange object — differing some­ 
what from all other Known me­ 
teorites — was reported to a meet­ 
ing of the American Physical So­ 
ciety, convened at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 
Tile report cleared up one puz 
zle that has plagued scientists for 
40 years. However, it left unan 
swered how this object, and pas 
sibly others like It still undiscov 
ered, took on features differing 
from tha*e of run-of-the-mill me­ 
teorites that sometimes reach the 
earth. 
Found In 1916 
Physicists David Fisher and OI 
ivier A. Schaeffer said the object 
they studied was a chunk of iron 
found imbedded in the soil of 
Washington C o u n t y , Colorado 
away back in 1916. 
Ever since its discovery, they 
said, there has been uncertainty 
as to whether it was an iron 
meteorite — or just a chunk of 
forging discarded by some crafts­ 
man of the past.

Sure Ifs Meteorite 
The resea reliers — both of the 
U.S. Atomic Energy Commission’s 
Brookhaven National Laboratory 
at Upton, N Y.—said they recent­ 
ly solved the riddle by applying 
a finding made several years ago 
by scientists in several countries 
This was the discovery that all 
meteorites, 
as 
they 
hurtled 
through space, acquire quantities 
of gaseous helium—the latter be­ 
ing produced by the action of cas- 
mic rays on the material o fthc 
meteorite. 
While the researchers voiced 
certainty that the Colorado spec 
imen Is meteoric, they offered no 
immediate explanation for its var­ 
iance in structure from all other 
iron meteorites that occasionally 
reach the earth from outer space

Calif. <AP) - A 
weird-looking “water balloon” will 
begin a series of dives in about 
two weeks that eventually may 
take it into ocean depths man has 
never seen before. 
The 
bathyscaphe Trieste, 
re­ 
cently purchased by the Navy for 
$200,000 from designer Auguste 
Piccard, already has descended 
nearly 12,000 feet in the Mediter­ 
ranean. With changes now being 
made, it will be capable of diving 
into the Pacific’s deepest trenches 
—almost seven miles below the 
surface. 
The Trieste took two short dives 
off San Diego in December. 
First Big Move 
Observers said the bathyscaph 
experiment is the Navy’s first big: 
move in developing deep-w ater | 
submarines. Today's subs cannot 
operate much below 750 feet, yet 
90 per cent of the ocean lies be­ 
yond that level. 
On April 4 Piccard s son Jocques 
will 
arrive at 
the Navy Elec­ 
tronics Laboratory here to act as 
consultant in the Trieste s new 
adventures. 
By April IO the Trieste is ex­ 
pected to be ready for launching 
again and three days 
later is 
scheduled to begin a two-month 
program of dives that will take 
it down to 4,(Kl feet. That’s a* 
Na-[deep as nearby coastal waters go. 
Seeks New Record 
Late this summer a mother ship 
I will carry the Trieste to Hawaii 
for dives that will equal or better 
her old record of 12,000 feet. 
The Bathyscaphe is designed to 
carry 
two men, 
in 
a 
six-foot 
sphere suspended below a 50-foot- 
long tank which bears a stubby 
resemblance to 
a 
conventional 
submarine. 
The steel tank, filled with gaso­ 
line, acts as a balloon to carry 
the sphere up and down. 
The 
tank walls are only one fifth of 
an inch thick—just strong enough 
to withstand rough waves at the 
surface. 
The 
gasoline. 
being 
lighter than water, gives the* craft 
buoyancy.
